New York, October 14. 

A carrier pigeon stopped long enough on Broadway to whisper a little 
secret that I am telling now. I have it on very good authority that George M. 
Cohan, who is never a piker in anything, a short time ago sent a nice letter to 
Chauncey Olcott in which he regretted that he (Cohan) had been unable to 
get the play promised him ready for the past season, which had compelled 
the affluent Olcott to lay off for a season, a part of which he lolled around 
that millionaire resort, Palm Beach. Cohan then said (in the letter) that he 
took pleasure in enclosing his check for $50,000 to compensate the aforesaid 
Olcott for his loss of profits, etc., concluding with a famous quotation: 


“IT shall pass through this world but once. Any good thing, 
therefore, that I can do, or any kindness that I can show to any 
human being, let me do it now. Let me not defer it, nor neglect it, 
for I shall not pass this way again.” 


I have not as yet met another carrier pigeon who was in the secret as to 
what Chauncey Olcott’s answer was. Being a millionaire himself, doubtless 
he was dee-lighted. I hear that the new play that Mr. Cohan finally finished 
for Olcott, which is entitled Honest John O’Brien, is a very big hit out of 
town, where it was tried out first in Detroit. It is said to be based on the life 
story of the late John Kelly, the former chieftain of Tammany Hall. 


I was talking the other day with my old friend, George Jordan, of the 
firm of Sanger & Jordan, the leading play brokers of this country, about the 
plays used in making scenarios for the moving picture makers. George has 
charge of this branch of his firm’s business, and he says that they have done 
so far about eighty-five per cent of the gross amount transacted by all agents 
for dramatic authors and managers. They placed the services of E. H. 
Sothern with the Vitagraph people as well as many others. He tells me that 
they offered Maude Adams the huge sum of $250,000 cash to appear before 
the camera in Peter Pan ard one other play of her repertoire, but she refused 
to consider it. This is the largest sum ever offered anyone in this country, 
with the sole exception of Charles Chaplin. I am in hopes that I can induce 
Mr. Jordan to give The Billboard, over his signature, some facts and figures 
of this branch of the play agency business that is such an important factor in 
the making of screen subjects. :

L. H. Wagar, of Wag's Majestic Vaudevil- 
lians, writes The Billboard from Detroit, under 
recent -date, that his company of five artists 
entered Canada September 17 with bright 
prospects and high spirits, returning to the 
States sbont two weeks later with a very much 
changed view of things. “Mr. Wagar states that 
he and his companicns went into the Province 
cf Ontario to play vaudeville dates, end that 
everything went well until the third town was 
reached, when Mr. Wagar was summoned to 
appear before the Magistrate the following day 
on a charge of ‘‘managing a theater without 
a license." The show wag playing town halla, 
securing its license through the City Clerk in 
each place, and the summons was very much 
of a surprise. Although the sunimons was 
served on Mr. Wagur personally, he claims that 
the trunks of the whole company were locked 
up, thereby causing a loss of the next night's 
stand, thirty miles away. Mr. Wegar says no 
laws were violated by his company, and that 
five per cent of the receipts were given to 
l'atriotic Relief Societies, in addition to free 
reserved geats for soldiers. ‘The alleged fake 
vharge, vherefore, seemed very unjust. The 
ultimate result was that one charge was with- 
drawn and another substituted. This bank- 
rupted the show, the alvance man was recalled 
and the company hurried back to the States.

QUIET IN OKLAHOMA CITY 


Continued Agitation by Disinterested 
Leaders Only Bar Now to Peace 
Between Stage Hands and 
Managers 


Oklahoma City, Oct. 14.—Theatrically Okla- 
hboma City has lapsed from front-page news. 
For three months there has been a veritable 
“tempest in a teapot’ in this city om account 
of the strike which has been on there, pro- 
moted, fostered and practically fathered by the 
White Rats and the peerless Mountford. Now, 
however, as the routine of week after week 
passes in the even tenor of its way, with the 
theaters all doing normal business and the man- 
agers well pleased with the attractions, crews, 
musicians and staffs handling their theaters, 
Oklahoma City ceases to be of any more in- 
terest to the profession than is any other city 
of equal size and importance to it. 

The Lyric, owned by John Sinopoulo end 
booked by the Interstate Amusement Co., is 
Playing a split week with five acts without in- 
terference or disturbance of any kind, and to a 
normal business. 

The Lyric, managed by H. W. McCall, playing 
tabloid musical comedies, reports an uneventful 
week to a pleasing business. 

The Folly, managed by B. H. Powell, reports 
booking the Hodkins small-time show, and has 
been playing to good business. 

The Empress, managed by Thos. H. Boland, 
Playing now as before the strike, strictly a 
feature picture program, is enjoying an unusual- 
ly prosperous season. 

The Metropolitan, formeriy operated by the 
White Rats for the benefit of the strikers, and 
after their failure to make it pay expenses 
turned back to the Tucker Brothers, is now play- 
ing three acts of vaudeville, booked by Bently, 
of St. Iouis, split weeks. This is the only 
union house in town. 

Tiring of the picketing, which has continued 
in some instances to annoy patrons of the thea- 
ters, a number of citizens petitioned the City 
Ccemmissioners to pass an ordinance prohibiting 
picketing. 

The ordinance was passed, and pickets ar- 
rested. Picketing has been discontinued pend- 
ing decision by the courts as to the constitution- 
ality of the ordinance, and on the date this is 
written no picketing is being done. 

Rumor hath it that Francis J. Gilmore, who 
represents the Hon. Harry Mountford here, has 
been instructed by his superior to prepare for 
the “‘getaway,”’ and many of the local union 
men are anticipating his early departure. One 
of them, who for obvious reasons shall be name- 
less here, told the writer that it would be his 
great privilege shortly to te!l the rest of the 
boys, in no uncertain terms, ‘I told you so.” 

It is no secret that the Quadruple Alliance 
feels that its battle has been lost, and were it 
not for the continued agitation of three disin- 
terested leaders, that is, men who do not, have 
not and will not work in the theaters, the stage- 
hands, musicians and operators would make an 
effort to secure honorable peace without con- 
sideration for the Rats.

You have been charging right and left, managers, agents and performers, as enemies 
to the cause of the White Rats Actors’ Union. Will you, Harry Mountford, make good to 
the members of the White Rats Actors’ Union these charges, which I hold as made in- 
dividually by you? 

~ First—That Junie McCree, past president and a member of the present board in control 
of the White Rats, is an agent and oollects commissions from the actors and was one of 
the men who sold out the order in 1911 to the United Booking Offices, 

Second—That Edward Clarke, the present vice-president of the White Rats, was the 
man who blocked the White Rats in making a closed shop of the Orpheum Circuit; that 
he was the man who carried the word to Albee that Beck was ready to sign an exclusive 
agreement to employ none but White Rats, and, by this action, blocked the move to or- 
ganize the Orpheum Circuit.

Third—If you fine members in New York for disobeying orders in Oklahoma, for play- 
ing boycotted theaters, why do you allow the organizer, who started the sympathetic strike 
in Oklahoma, to work with members under susp2nsion, who refused to obey orders ‘‘not 


to play certain theaters in Oklahoma?’’ 


Fourth—By what organization rule can you fine one member $500, and suspend him 


! from membership, and allow good standing White Rats to work for and with him? 


Fifth—By what organization rule can you fine one member $500 for playing unfair 
houses in Oklahoma and refuse to punish a life member here in New York, who refused 
to walk out of a Bronx theater, upon your demand, to assist the other trades in that Bronx 
theater? Is there a difference between members and life members, or is there 
a difference between the act that is considered ordinary and the headline? Can the 
headline, so-called, disobey without punishment? Inform your members—not the writer. 

Sixth—If you call a general strike have you a sympathetic agreement with the stage 
hands and the musicians? Are the stage hands and musicians willing to walk out in 
sympithy with the members of the White Rats all over this country? If so inform your 
members now—don’t wait until you have called a strike and then if the stage hands and 
musicians refuse to walk out attempt to throw the blame for failure upon these two or- 
ganizations. 

Seventh—If the members of the White Rats strike, or are locked out of the theaters 
on October 31, as threatened, from whom will you collect the 5 per cent assessment upon 
members working, as the amendment to your new constitution reads? If the headline acts, 
so-called, are unable to work at the first-class theaters are you going to tax the little 
fellow, who cannot get one week’s continuous work, 5 per cent of his few dollars to win out 
for the acts that demand the largest salaries in vaudeville? Answer this to your members. 

Eighth—Have you consulted with the officers of the American Federation of Labor in 
reference to your contemplated strike, or do you contemplate calling the strike and then 
saddling the fight onto the American Federation of Labor, thereby attempting to place the 
blame for failure upon the labor movement? If you have tell your members; and also 
inform them what promises of support you have received. 

Ninth—Afe there enough acts outside of the White Rats to fill every first-class vaude- 
ville theater in the event the White Rats declare a strike? Show your power to your 
members and convince them you cin win. 

Tenth—Finally, if you will not trust your members with the information necessary to 
inspire confidence and you attempt to hold all your moves within the confines of a select 
few in official positions what guarantee have you that the men you charged as having sold 
out the order in 1911 will not do it again in 10161 These men you so charged are still in 
office in the White Rats. If you fail in this strike venture are you making guod your 
advertised claim that you are an expert in organization ‘‘destructive’’? Are you making 
good sa the writer just as you re-entered the White Rats, one year since— 
going to make or break’? If you lose this strike are you going to say that

Mary Miles Minter, the fourteen-year-old motion picture actress who 
is, I believe, the youngest full-fledged star in the movies, will soon appear 
in a five reel picture entitled Faith. For the first time in her career little 
Miss Minter’s sister, Margaret Shelby, will appear with her. The scenario has 
been written by James Kirkwood, who, in addition to being the author, is 
also the director. Mr. Kirkwood was formerly director for Mary Pickford. 
Those who have seen a rehearsal tell me that Margaret Shelby shows con- 
siderable talent, and it is not at all unlikely that the two sisters may fre- 
quently be featured together in the feature. Miss Minter is with the American 
Film Company at Santa Barbara, but her pictures are released through the 
Mutual Film Corporation, which recently moved its executive offices from 
23d Street, New York, to the Consumers’ Building, Chicago. 


Roshanara, the royal dancer of India, whose name means “light and 
joy,”” has added a new incense dance to her Harvest Dance, Temple Dances 
and Snake Dance, in which she is now headlining in vaudeville. It is a 
dance in praise of an Indian deity, in which she represents a young Hindu 
widow about to enter the temple. Her letter telling me of the dance 
is so interesting that I shall quote a few lines. “The English have put 
an end to suttee in Indiz, but the twenty-seven million Indian widows, 
fourteen million of whom are under fourteen, and six million under four 
years old, have a scarcely more enviable fate to which to look forward. 
The widow may not remarry, no matter what her age, at the death 
of her husband. She may find an asylum with some wealthy relative or she 
may enter the temple. The ceremony of the purification by incense which 
takes place before entering the temple will form the subject of my 
dance. The children in India are often carried to their bethrothals in 
baskets. A girl is a disgrace to her family if she is unmarried at thirteen. 
I visited one province where four hundred couples were married at once, 
most of the contracting parties kicking their little feet in baskets or sitting 
on the laps of their mothers. The brides were anywhere from one to twelve 
years old, while the grooms were from three to nine. Marriages there take 
place only once in twelve years, so you see the children have to be married 
in infancy lest they disgrace their parents by being over thirteen before 
another marriage day comes around.” Three beautiful full length posters 
of Roshanara in her new dance, done in silver, green and gold by Clara Tice, 
are being used in the lobby of the theaters where Roshanara is booked.

She is pretty, but yet not of 
the doll type. Her features are almost perfect, but yet her face shows char- 
acter, two things which are hard to find in a single model.”

Sarah: Bernhardt, seventy-two years 
of age, crippled, gave an example of 
that indomitable spirit which has 


made her the most notable figure upon 
the theatrical stage today. 

The perils of a voyage across waters 
infested by hostile craft and the other 
hardships with which the trip must 
have been attended for her held no 
terrors, and prove that her courage, 
despite the many and severe vicissi- 
tudes she has undergone, is unim- 
paired. 

It is impossible to hope that Bern- 
hardt’s art has wore as well as her 
courage, but no doubt she retains 
some measure of it. But this latter is 
immaterial. The memory of what this 
wonderful woman was, in itself, will 
assure the success of the tour.

ORDERING GOODS 


When ordering goods through the ads in this department, to be 
shipped by express or freight, be careful to give adequate shipping 
directions and route as far ahead as possible. 

Merchants have frequently complained to us that their customers 
on the road, making short stands, do not ajJlow enough time for mail to 
be delivered and time for reply to reach them on the date given. This 
also applies to goods ordered shipped to a certain point, especially 
when the town is off of the main line of a railroad and close connec- 
The outcome has been that buyers are dis- 
appointed in arriving at their destination and not finding the goods 
ordered. And if they are forwarded there is another delay and expense. 

The above instance is merely one of the points of inadequate ship- 
ping directions likely to prove expensive if overlooked. 

If you are in doubt as to how many days to allow to have the 
goods reach you the express agent can give you some idea as to the 
time it will take, provided the order is shipped promptly. 

Setting your dates as far in advance as possible, giving the’ 
dealer time to fill order, will eliminate causes for complaint, and save

WESTERN CANADA NOTES 


With crops all cut in Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and Alberta fairly accurate estimates as to 
returns are in. The two first-mentioned prov- 
inces, it is estimated, will run nine and ten 
bushels of wheat per acre, respectively, while 
Alberta, which in some districts has had a 
huge crep, will average twenty-six bushels. 
With this before one it is a safe forecast that, 
with the limited section of Alberta excluded, 
there will, unfortunately, be little money for 
amusements in Western Canada this season. 
Several Western cities have profited during 
the past two years from business created by 
the soldiers in training. The troops are now 
being moved to the front, and it would appear 
as though there will be only a few thousand 
of the soldier boys remaining in the entire 
territory. As they have been great patrons 
of the theater their absence will be felt, and 
the coin that they distributed so generously mn 
other ways and which kept things going at. 
Brandon, Calgary, etc., will be much missed, 

The Orpheum Circuit, which visits Winnipeg, 
Calgary and Vancouver, opened three weeks ago 
and has had very satisfactory business; in fact, 
Vancouver, which had been so unattractive to 
the Orpheum interests that their beatutifal 
theater there has remained closed to vaudeville 
for two seasons, has been doing almost capacity 
at every performance. Business conditions have 
improved greatly in Vancouver the last six 
months, owing to the very active lumber market 
and heavy shipping to Russian Asiatic points, 

With a promising crop in prospect plans were 
made early in the summer for a number of 
good shows to be sent through this territory 
by local producers, The large area affected 
by crop failure, however, changed the plans 
considerably, and it is now doubtful if this 
winter will see more than two or three Canadian 
shows out. Several projects for new theaters 
have likewise been abandoned. 

Several Western Canadian theatrical men 
have combined in the organization of the North- 
western Outdoor Amusements Company, to sup- 
ply platform attraetions, carnivals, etc., to 
fairs, benefits, etc. Calgary (office, Grand 
Theater Building) was selected, owing to its 
favorable location half way between Winnipeg 
and Vancouver, as headquarters.—JAMES W. 
DAVIDSON.

INJUSTICE OF RAILROADS 


As Viewed by Members of the Profes- 
sion 


The Zat Zams, magicians and illusionists, who 
have two outdoor acts and three indoor acts, 
have written The Billboard an interesting letter 
in regard to the railroads. The letter, in part, 
follows: 

“Ia your articles touching upon the injustice 
of railroads it occurs to us that the list of 
one year’s expenditures by individual perform- 
ers would be an interesting item among statis- 
tics. In our case it amounts to thousands of 
dollars, an there are but two of us; therefore, 
the sum total paid to railroads by performers 
must be fabulous. Still, the interstate rate 
was tacked on this year, adding considerable to 
the turden, yet I note the Interstate Commerce 
Commission does not seem to bother much over 
the fact that several railroads charge 3c per 
mile, even when no State line is crossed. We 
were told by the agent at Ironwood, Mich., that 
a rebate slip would be given us, so in case the 
toads received orders to cut rates we would 
be given a refund However, when we bought 
our tickets we failed to receive a rebate slip. 
Added to tickets we pay enormous sums each 
year for excess baggage. On many lines pas- 
wenger service is very poor, and we pay good 
money to be shaken up riding in ‘the little red 
caboose behind the train,’ or on a ‘mixed’ train. 
The crews of the trains often remark that they 
wouldn't haul a ‘blooming passenger’ if the 
franchixe didn’t compel them to, because it is 
the FREIGHT that brings the money. So, ac- 
cording to that, it would seem out little thou- 
sands are merely a bit of surplus earnings. 
However, they felt it worth while to tack on 
an interstate addition of a part of a cent a 
mile. and now if you purchase a ticket to a 
town within the same State ag your starting 
point you pay the interstate rate just the same 
if on your way the road touches the ground of 
an adjoining State. For instance, like from 
largo, N. D., to Fairmount, N. D., the road 
actually leads via Wahpeton, N. D., but the 
train backs up into Breckenridge, Minn., to be 
‘cleaned.’ then again passes through Wahpe- 
ton, and so creates an interstate rate. 

“In a great country like ours, using E Pluri- 
bus Unum on our dollar, why make it destrable 
for people to plan their trips as much as posst- 
ble within their own State lines? Why divide 
the States? Why not obliterate the imaginary 
ine dividing our States as much as possible 
and encourage unity in our land and discourage 
clannishness, which first caused divisions among 
peoples and a divided Europe?”

8IR HERBERT BEERBOHM TREE 
(In The London Times) 


Mr. Griffith is an imaginative artist, his 
energy 18 umazing, and he apparently has a 
p indiff to money, To be a spec- 
tutor of his latest work is like having gold dung 
in one’s face. The pains taken to secure 
archeolugical accuracy in these pictures, which 
in the course of the play cover many periods of 
history, are beyond anything hitherto known to 
stage producers, 

1 imagine that this work will be the high- 
water mark in the way of film production. Huge 
tums are frequently lost in these enterprises, 
und it is probable that the present prodigality of 
outlay will not be of long duration. 1 believe 
the art of the moving picture has not yet found 
its feet. It has hitherto been largely imitative 
of the theater. It is likely that a natural 
cleavage between the spoken and pictorial drama 
will take place. 1 believe that the future use 
of the moving pictures will be largely educa- 
tional; [I believe that in coming generauons 
history and geography will be largely taught 
through this fascinating medium. On the other 
hand, I do not think that in great cities the 
vogue of the cinema will be abiding so far as 
the drama is concerned. And a taste for the 
regular theater will have been created among 
the millions who daily witness the primative 
dramas of the ‘‘screen."’ 

In England we have no conception of the vast 
inuflence of the moving picture industry in 
America, where it has become part of the na- 
tional life of the people. There is at home a 
tendency to sneer at the scrious work which is 
undertaken by such striving artists as Mr. Grif- 
fith—witness the brillisnt ridicule by which the 
film of Macbeth was anticipated. I refer, of 
course, to Sir James Barrie's recent remarkable 
contribution to Shakespeare's Tercentenary. It 
is the invariable fate of any new movement to 
he ignored until it has taken root among the 
great necessities. Steam, electricity, teleg- 
raphy, wireless telegraphy, the motor car and 
the airship were all scoffed at until they became 
part of the daily life of the people. 

It is today impossible to ignore the moving 
picture, and the best thing we can all do is to 
see that this great new force is directed into 
the right channel; in its sway over poputar 
opinion it bas an intinence no lesser than that 
of the press itself, for it makes its duily emo- 
tional appeal to millions of people, young and 
old. If after the war we are to have a ministry 
of fine arts one of its duties should be to see 
that this new power is beneficently used in the 
education and the humanization of the multi- 
tude, The theater, too, should have the protec- | 
tion of the State. I refer not only to the higher 
branches of the drama, but to the lighter forms 
of entertainment which bring diversion and hap- 
Piness to the public. Such State recognition 
would do much to discourage the taste for the 
scented hogwash which is so lavishly provided 
for the unthinking.
